John Diefenbaker's Progressive Con¬ 
servatives emerged with the largest group 
of elected Commons members—but a minor¬ 
ity—from Monday’s topsy-turvy general 
election. 

The Canadian Press reported at 9.07 p.m. 
PDT that the Conservatives would have more 
MPs than any other party in the 265-seat House of 
Commons. 

Indications were the Conservatives probably 
would have 20 seats more than the Liberals—the 

next laraaai group—but would be partapa a tarn 

•eats short of the 133 required for an over-all 
majority in the 265-seat Commons. 

Calculations could not be 
precise because of dose con¬ 
tests In many constituencies 
that lrfi the possibility of re¬ 
versal* .i rising from recounts 
which undoubtedly would be 
requested. Voting In one con 
stltueney Stormont In, On¬ 
tario- Is deterred until July 
16 because of the Liberal cand¬ 
idate’s death.

WfHAT SOME political circles feared might happen 
" —the splitting of the national vote into a com¬ 
parative stalemate—has happened. No party has 
emerged with a majority sufficient of itself to govern. 
The Canadian people have spoken, but with an in¬ 
decisive voice. 

The Conservatives under Prime Miniater Diefen- 
baker have won a clear-cut victory in that they 
secured a score more seats than any other party, but 
they have been left In a minority parliamentary posi¬ 
tion. Some accord with the Socreds could enable them 
to continue in office for some time, however, as the 
Liberals under Mackenzie King did for four years 
after 1921 with the support of the Progressives, and 
this is a possibility. Otherwise the situation can only 
be cleared up by another election at an early date. 

Quite patently the government suffered a major 
setback In Ontario, where the changeover to the 
Liberal cause was most marked. It was not expected 
that the Conservatives would repeat their massive 
victory of 1938. or even that they could retain the 
hold they won then in Quebec, but loss to the liberals 
of an Ontario majority greatly weakened their final 
standing. 

The great surprise of the election, of course, was 
the inroads made in Quebec by the Social Credit 
Party. To win 26 seats there was an upset of magni¬ 
tude, even if they only captured four elsewhere. Since 
the Socreds had no representation in the last Parlia¬ 
ment, they have cause to congratulate themselves.

HODT FOUND 

One body was found Monday 
by police and penitentiary offi¬ 
cials checking through the 
wreckage of a night of destruc¬ 
tion.

The victim was Identified as 
William Alder. 41. of Montreal. 
Alder, reported to have several 
rifle bullet wounds in his body, 
was found in the damaged 
prison hospital. He had been 
serving a seven-year sentence 
for breaking and entering with 
Intent. 

BHOT IN YARD 

Allen MacLeod, federal com¬ 
missioner of penitentiaries, said 
he apparently had been shot 
while In the prison yard and 
had l>een carried or made his 
own way to the hospital where 
he died before he was found. 

Mr. Maclend said another 27 
prisoners were wounded In the 
stream of bullets fired by po¬ 
lice and troops at the height of 
the disturbance.

Rhododendrons and azaleas are 
coming now to the end - of their 
flowering season — the early species 
and varieties have long since com¬ 
pleted their annual display. With the 
picture still fresh In the mind, it is 
a good Idea to evaluate the perform¬ 
ance of our shrubs. 

Where the blossom display has 
not been up to expectations. K is 
quite possible the sparse scattering 
of bloom is due to the fact the spent 
blossoms were not removed after 
flowering last year. Left on the plants 
anu allowed to form seed pods, these 
exhaust the plant and retard the 
young growth which is to bear next 
season's flowers. 


new growths, for without them, there 
can be no bloom next year. 

The best method la to cut through 
the stalk at the base of the old flower 
duster, well above the new young 
shoots. A sharp knife or a pair of 
secateurs should be used for remov¬ 
ing the spent trusses from the rhodo¬ 
dendrons. while the smaller azalea 
blooms may be nipped off with the 
thumbnail. 


lng through the forest foliage. It 
doesn't care much for realty dense, 
gloomy shade, nor can It tolerate a 
hot. sunbaked situation unlesa cer¬ 
tain precautions are taken.

If your specimen is in an overly 
sunny spot, the trick is to keep the 
roots cool and moist by mulching the 
rooting ares with half rotted leave* 
oak leaves by preference and never 
take off the tnulch.

In addition, make a practice of 
giving your rhododendrons frequent 
overhead shower baths with the gar¬ 
den hose, particularly on evening# 
following hot. sunny days. And don't 
be afraid to hit the leaves with a 
really forceful Jet of water you'd be 
surprised how many bug*, beetles and 
mites can be knocked off the bu»h In 
Uibi way. 

Make sure. also, that the roots do 
not go short of moLture. I' isn't w ise 
to rely too much on natural rainfall, 
for the broad, leathery leaves shed 
water like the proverbial duck's hack. 
Even aftrr quite a heavy shower, the 
■oil under the bush will be too dry 
for good growth. 


ir your rhododendron is a big one. 
this is a long, monotonous and tiring 
chore, and you'll be tick and tired of 
the whole business long before the 
Jot Is completed. But 1 can promise 
you it is worthwhile and will pay real 
dividends in Increased bloom next 
year. Making seeds la a terribly ex¬ 
hausting process for any plant and. 
by frustrating the shrub’s attempt 
to form seed pods, you divert ail Its 
energies Into pushing out a new 
generation of blossoms. 

The rhododendron, growing wild 
In Its natural state, is almost always 
found In rather open, park like glades 
of forest where It gels light shade 
dappled with spots of sunshine fllter- 


The long, thin pods of each flower 
duster all rise from a common stalk, 
developed from last year's growth. 
If you look dosely now. you can see 
the new young growth for next year’s 
blooms emerging now from near the 
base of the old flower stalk. The trick 
is to take off the spent flower truss 
without injury to these emerging 
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LONDON — There are vast 
changes in the social behavior of the 
young here that I find intriguing. 
The young are maturing more rapid¬ 
ly than North American children 
are, and English mothers are find¬ 
ing this upsetting but. even worse, 
un-English. The change is particularly 
striking In the behavior of English 
upper class boys. 

“Up until a few years ago, the 
boys weren't that Interested in girls." 
one mother of two leen age girls 
told me. "It was the mothers that had 
to get boys and girls together. The 
Penelopes were eager to go lo a 
concert: the Jeremys were either In¬ 
different, If not downright mutl- 
' nous.”

All that's changed In the last five 
years. Now Jeremy is terribly in¬ 
terested In all the Penelopes. Wow. 
is he Interested! And mothers wish 
he weren't quite that interested. 
Going steady Is beginning to take 
hold here as It Is In North America 
except that here It upsets social pat¬ 
terns much more grievously. 

For Instance, a girl's coming-out 
pariy Is still very Important in Lon- 
i don. But what la she coming out for? 
In times past, young upper class 
girls were very well protected and. 
when she came out. she was seriously 
Introduced to people she didn't know 
and who didn't know her. But now 
as one mother of three girls said 


rather bitterly: "By the time thev 
come out they know everyone and 
everything.”

Children here are growing up 
much faster, demanding more things 
land thrills) at an earlier age. ia 
young girl named Melanie Franklin 
threw a $21,000 party on an Island in 
the Thames the other night In which 
the guests were asked to bring along 
two complete changes of clothes - 
ball gowns for waltzing and pants 
and sweaters for twisting.) 

Teenagers of all classes—for the 
first time In England’s history—have 
a lot of money to spend. A teenage 
boy can earn $40 to $70 a week, which 
frequently Is as much as his fsther 
makes. This too hsi changed and 
loosened ancient social patterns enor¬ 
mously.

The kids are all over the place- 
necking. twisting and racing about 
the countryside with a total lack of 
Inhibition that is not altogether a bad 
thing.

Ei Grants Could Cut Taxes $37 
But ‘In One Hand, Out Other’ 



By TED SHACKLEFORD 

If Premier Bennett paid homeowner 
grants directly to Uie chy. taxes next 
year could drop by some $37 for the 
average homeowner, a city hall official 
said yesterday. 

“He's just dabbling in municipal 
politics in taking the money away from 
homeowners with one hand and giving it 
back with the other," the official said. 

The comment followed Premier Ben¬ 
nett's recent announcement that the grant 
paid by the provincial governmnrnt to 
homeowners would be Increased from $50 
this year to $100 next year. 

At the same time. Premier Bennett an¬ 
nounced changes in the system of giving 
grants to municipalities which will mean 
Victoria will lone some $260,000 a year. 


Amount paid in homeowners' grants in 
Victoria this year is some $500,000. Next 
year it will be about $ 1 , 000 , 000 . 

If the city's budget and assessment 
remained the name next year, 2M mills 
would have to be added to taxes to recoup 
the $260,000. 

But If the $1.000000 were paid directly 
to the city, and budget and assessment 
remain the same, taxes would drop by 8.1 
mills. 

On the average city home assessment 
of $4,600. which costs $253 in taxes this 
year, this reduction in the mill tale would 
mean a drop of $37.26 In taxes. 

On the basis announced by Premier 
Bennett, the Jump of 2.8 mill* next year 
will add $13.80 to taxes on the average 
home.
